Teen’s hit-list 
for his school 
massacre bid

A 16-YEAR-OLD boy who fanta¬ 
sised about carrying out an 
attack on his school has been 
made the subject of a hospital 
order by a judge. 

The Northamptonshire teenag¬ 
er, who cannot be named for legal 
reasons, pleaded guilty to three 
charges at Birmingham 
Magistrates’ Court. 

On Monday he admitted to 
having 20 manuals, including a 
book on how to make Semtex, 
and possessing two of the three 
chemicals needed to make a 
simple explosive. 

The teenager came to attention 
when the FBI passed on an alert 
from a web user in the US to the 
Metropolitan Police. 

The boy made comments about 
a school massacre in a chatroom, 
said prosecutor John Topping. 

Fie said: ‘20 minutes from now I 
am going to storm a high school 
armed with a Magnum (hand¬ 


gun) and a Beretta (pistol)’. He 
said he would ‘shoot until the 
police arrive and then shoot 
himself’. 

The teenager also posted 
pictures of himself posing with 
imitation guns, one of which 
made reference to a high school. 

The boy kept a book written 
with his own ‘notes about plans 
to kill pupils at school’, including 
a map of where people sat at their 
desks and who should be shot, 
said Mr Topping. 

Research the boy did on a com¬ 
puter in his bedroom at home, 
where he lived with his parents, 
also uncovered an interest in 
serial killers and guns. 

While the boy was initially 
deemed a risk by doctors straight 
after he was arrested, his father 
told the court he had ‘never been 
physically aggressive’. 

District Judge Howard Riddle 
was told the youth was diagnosed 
with Asperger’s syndrome shortly 
after his arrest and that the 
behavioural condition caused 
him to become fixated on certain 


topics, according to consultant 
child psychologist Dr John Brian. 

He was later sectioned under 
the Mental Health Act and has 
been receiving treatment for his 
condition. 

The teenager admitted possess¬ 
ing explosive substances, sulphur 
powder and potassium nitrate, 
between January 1-February 26 
last year. 

He also admitted having on his 
computer, between October 1, 
2011-February 26 last year, manu¬ 
als of a kind likely to be useful to 
a person committing or prepar¬ 
ing an act of terrorism, contrary 
to section 58(1) (b) of the 
Terrorism Act 2000. 

He also admitted possessing 
prohibited images of children on 
February 26 last year. 

Sentencing, Mr Riddle handed 
the boy a hospital order under 
section 37 of the Mental Health 
Act, which will run for six months 
but can be extended. 

Mr Riddle told the boy: “We all 
wish you well for the future.”

Caren, 37, said: “This is a 
unique venue to get married 
and we will be the first 
couple to get married at the 
theatre. This was not some¬ 
thing we planned when we 
booked it but it is a nice 
surprise. 

“We are not religious and 
so for us a church wedding 
seemed inappropriate. 

“The theatre allows us to 
be a bit more dramatic. 

“When we went along for 
a wedding fair there when it 
was decorated out in can¬ 
dles it looked wonderful. 

“On our wedding website 
we say If it (The Royal) was 
good enough for Errol Flynn 
then it is good enough for 


us.” Caren said she has 
given Dave, 38, the smallest 
of clues as to what her 
wedding dress will look like. 

And in keeping with the 
setting the couple have even 
had their wedding invita¬ 
tions styled like theatre tick¬ 
ets which they think is a 
nice touch. 

Explaining why they chose 
the Royal, Caren said: “We 
looked at the Royal because 
we wanted to find some¬ 
where we had space for 40 
people at the service and 
80-100 people at the recep¬ 
tion. 

“There were also a couple 
of options for me such as 
walking to the stage via an 
enclosed staircase.

Toddler in ‘critical’ state 
after holiday park lake fall 


Green-light kick-starts regeneration

A TWO-YEAR-OLD girl is in a 
critical condition is hospital 
after falling into a lake. 

The toddler was missing for 
a short period of time on 
Sunday afternoon before she 
was found in the water at 
Billing Aquadrome. 

The girl, from Northampton, 
has been taken to Glenfield 
Hospital in Leicester. 

It is understand she had 
wandered away from her 
family at the holiday park 
when the accident happened. 

A spokeswoman for 
Northamptonshire Police 
said: “Officers were called to 
an incident at Billing 
Aquadrome, Northampton, at 


4.45pm on Sunday, March 10. 
A two-year-old girl, from 
Northampton, was found in a 
lake after being missing for a 
short time. 

“Billing Aquadrome staff 
administered CPR at the 
scene before paramedics 
attended. 

“The little girl was taken to 
Northampton General 
Hospital and later trans¬ 
ferred to Glenfield Hospital 
in Leicester where she 
remains in a critical 
condition. 

“The incident appears to 
have been an accident and is 
not being treated as 
suspicious.” 

A spokesman for Billing 
Aquadrome said they did not 
wish to comment. 


THE Secretary of State for 
Communities and Local 
Government has confirmed a 
Compulsory Purchase Order 
in the Northampton Waterside 
Enterprise Zone. 

Eric Pickles MP passed an 
order for 2.4 hectares of land 
known as St Peter’s 
Waterside. 

Led by West Northampton¬ 
shire Development 
Corporation (WNDC), the CPO 
will kick-start the transfor¬ 
mation of the area, which 
covers a series of brownfield 
sites between the River Nene 
and St Peter’s Way. 


There are plans for up to 
40,000 sqm of high quality 
office space in the area, 
starting with a six storey 
Innovation Centre, which 
begins construction this 
summer. 

The flagship 3,750 sqm 
building is being delivered by 
WNDC and the University of 
Northampton. 

Chris Garden, WNDC’s 
director of regeneration said: 
“With its central location and 
transport links, St Peter’s 
Waterside is a perfect loca¬ 
tion for high profile office 
development.” 


‘Shocking 1 details of school massacre case revealed 


THE investigation into the teenager 
who planned a ‘school massacre’ was 
unique for the county’s force. 

The 16-year-old boy had made lists of 
who of his classmates he wanted to 
‘kill’, ‘save’ or who were ‘neutral’. 

Birmingham Magistrates’ Court was 
told that he made threats in online cha¬ 
trooms that he was going to ‘storm’ his 
school and shoot until the police 
arrived. 

His name, and the school he attended, 
are unable to be identified for legal rea¬ 
sons. 

Detective Chief Inspector Mark Behan 
said: “Clearly, the nature of some of the 


evidence discovered as part of the 
investigation caused great concern and 
so it was vital that we worked closely 
with the school to ensure students who 
were featured in the defendant’s diaries 
received as much support as possible. 

“I would like to reassure people in 
Northamptonshire that we do take 
their security extremely seriously and 
this case shows that we can and do act 
quickly and decisively when required 
to do so. 

“This has been a unique investigation 
for us, and I must take this opportunity 
to thank the team of officers involved 
for their tenacity in what has been an 


extremely complex piece of work.” 
Police and Crime Commissioner Adam 
Simmonds added: “The details revealed 
in this case have been shocking. 

“This has been an intricate case for 
investigating officers who have spent 
the last year piecing together the 
details. 

“I must commend them for that and 
assure people in Northamptonshire 
that we do not shy away from these dif¬ 
ficult investigations.” 

The boy was ordered to remain in 
secure accommodation after pleading 
guilty to terrorism and possession of 
prohibited images of children charges.

we are so small. We thought 
taking them to the pub 
would be a good way of 
teaching them about social 
situations too while also 
getting them a good, home- 
cooked meal. 

“If we can do something 
that benefits the community 
as well as the children then 
that is ideal. More and more 
children are wanting to 
come along as they are 
enjoying it so much.” 

Meals range from roast 
dinners to lasagne.

Beef off school menu 
as horsemeat is found

BEEF products have been 
removed from 17 
Northamptonshire schools 
after the council’s supplier 
discovered traces of 
horsemeat. 

Northamptonshire County 
Council was advised by its 
supplier on Friday that traces 
of horsemeat had been iden¬ 
tified in one of ten tests 
undertaken nationally on a 
frozen minced beef product. 

Although the tests were not 
on a sample of beef supplied 
to Northamptonshire, as a 


precautionary measure the 
council has removed all beef 
products from the menu of 
those schools. 

The authority has also 
removed beef products from 
its staff canteens. 

Schools including Moulton 
Science College, Magdalen 
College School, Campion, 
Prince William, The 
Elizabeth Woodville, Danetre 
Secondary, Northgate, Billing 
Brook Special, The Gateway 
School, The Good Shepherd 
Catholic Primary, and 
Denfield Park Primary, have 
been affected. 

Councillor Andrew Grant 


said: “Our supplier advised 
us on Friday afternoon that 
traces of horsemeat had been 
detected in one of ten beef 
mince samples tested nation¬ 
ally. 

“We understand these tests 
relate to a later supply of beef 
mince following an earlier 
written assurance by our 
supplier that all beef prod¬ 
ucts had been fully tested 
and were cleared. 

“As a precaution, we have 
removed beef products from 
the menus of these 17 schools. 

“We will keep the situation 
under review and provide 
further advice during the 


week. Until further notice we 
are instructing Nourish 
catering staff in those schools 
and in our staff canteens not 
to serve beef products.” 

In a statement, Nourish 
supplier 3663 said: ‘3663 is 
dismayed and disappointed 
by this result especially as it 
has issued strong and explicit 
communication to its suppli¬ 
ers about 3663’s high expec¬ 
tations on the integrity of its 
supply chain.’ 

Beef in the remaining 199 
primary schools using 
Nourish catering has been 
confirmed as clear from any 
contamination of horsemeat.

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Brewery’s ten million green bottles

A NEW bottling line at Carlsberg will 
churn out ten million bottles a week. 

The ‘Carlsberg Cube’ will double the 
output at the Bridge Street brewery 
and is the latest facility of a major 
£60 million development on the 
Northampton site. 

The new 7,000 sq m plant has created 
30 new jobs and was officially opened 
on Monday by Carlsberg Group’s 
president and CEO Jorgen Buhl 
Raamussen. 

He said: “This bottling line secures 
our long term future in our UK home of 
Northampton where we have been 
based for over 30 years. 

“It provides jobs for the town and 


demonstrates to the wider world that 
Northampton is a key centre for busi¬ 
ness. This is a great day for me and a 
milestone for Carlsberg. 

The new bottling line will produce 
60,000 bottles of beer every hour and 
the amount produced every week 
would be enough to fill an Olympic 
sized swimming pool. 

The facility is the same size as half a 
football pitch and it has been named 
the Carlsberg Cube following an 
internal competition amongst brewery 
employees. 

Carlsberg UK CEO, Benet Slay 
(pictured above ) who was at the open¬ 
ing said: “The bottling plant will be 
operational 24/7. 

“It is great as this is the first building 
to be built in the Enterprise Zone. 


“Hopefully this will be the first of 
many. This is something which is very 
good for Carlsberg and a major invest¬ 
ment for Northampton. 

“What this means is all the beer we 
brew in the UK is done here in 
Northampton. 

“Carlsberg began brewing beer in 
Northampton in the 1970s and for us 
brewing is a local business. 

“One in every six pints drunk in this 
country is brewed in Northampton. 

“One year ago this was a car park and 
now is a new bottling line. 

“We will brew ten million bottles a 
week.” 

The Cube will bottle the full range of 
Carlsberg UKbeers including Carlsberg 
Export, Tuborg, San Miguel, Fresca 
and the newly launched Somersby

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New technology will be used to track lead thieves 


TECHNOLOGY which will track lead 
thieves is being tested for the first 
time in the UK on the roof of two 
historic Northampton buildings. 

After a string of incidents in 
which the metal has been stolen 
English Heritage has sought to 
protect the town’s older venues. 

Both The Guildhall and St Peter’s 
Church in Northampton town 


centre have fallen victim to such 
thieves in the past, with replace¬ 
ments being funded by the tax 
payer. 

Permanent metal marking is 
being used on the copper lead to 
allow police to hunt down crooks, 
without affecting legal buyers. 

Lord Taylor of Holbeach visited 
The Guildhall yesterday. 


He said: “It is very simple in how 
it works. I am very optimistic 
about this.” 

This technology has previously 
been used to keep track of aero¬ 
space equipment, but can be 
engraved on to any metal or plas¬ 
tic. It is hoped that because the 
metal is clearly marked it will 
deter potential criminals. 


PM hears county’s 
plan for prosperity

THE county council is propos¬ 
ing to build a ‘world class medi¬ 
cal facility’ in the future. 

In a ‘Ten Point Plan’ presented 
to the Prime Minister, leader of 
Northamptonshire County 
Council fim Harker said he was 
looking at building the facility as 
the county’s population grows. 

Among the other proposals is to 
relocate Government depart¬ 
ments to the county and asking 
the Government to support the 


‘closer blue light partnership’. 
The ten ways mentioned are 
hoped to bring ‘prosperity’ to the 
county. 

It focuses on housing growth, 
digital economy, innovation, 
high performance technology, 
logistics and distribution, public 
sector land and buildings, inter¬ 
national investment and trade, 
energy efficiency, civic infra¬ 
structure, and skills and employ¬ 
ment. 

Cllr Harker said: “Nobody can 
fail to notice the pressure medi¬ 
cal facilities and hospitals are 


under; it is very high-profile. We 
need to look at how medical pro¬ 
visions are going to be provided 
for the county. 

“But we don’t really know what 
that means yet.” 

He added: “These are ten asks 
of Central Government for local 
government to perform. 

“Northamptonshire is perfect¬ 
ly placed to bring in develop¬ 
ment internationally and in the 
UK.” 

It is thought the plans will 
bring in 70,000 jobs in the county 
over the next 15 years.

Merger talks leave the 
hospital’s future unclear

PLANS for Northampton 
General Hospital are in ‘limbo' 
as it is not yet clear how a poten¬ 
tial ‘merger' will affect the 
current review. 

The proposals from Healthier 
Together, a £2 million project, 
aim to find the best way to 
provide treatment for five 
hospitals - Luton & Dunstable, 


Bedford, Milton Keynes, 
Northampton and Kettering. 

At a meeting on Monday it was 
still suggested that while all five 
hospitals will remain, three, still 
to be named, will focus on 
providing emergency care while 
the other two will concentrate 
on providing ‘planned care’. 

However, Northampton and 
Kettering, and Bedford and MK, 
are looking to work together, 
respectively, and without this set 


in stone, it is not known what 
will happen to Healthier 
Together’s original plan. 

Cllr Sally Beardsworth, who sits 
on the panel, said: “Because 
Northampton and Kettering and 
some of the others are going into 
pairs it’s all a bit in limbo. If 
Northampton and Kettering get 
together it looks like the Healthier 
Together options won’t go ahead.” 

Final plans will go to consulta¬ 
tion this summer.

A PENSIONER was 
killed after a two-car 
collision on the A5. 

Kenneth Kirkpatrick, 
80, of Oak Street, Upper 
Weedon, died in hospi¬ 
tal after his Mercedes 
was in collision with a 
van on the A5 in Fosters 
Booth. 

The other vehicle, a 
Volkswagen LT35 van, 
was travelling in the 
opposite direction on 
Friday afternoon, and 
crashed into the front of 
the Red Lion pub. 

Mr Kirkpatrick was 
taken to Walsgrave 
Hospital in Coventry, 
where he died in the 
critical care unit at 
5.45pm on Saturday. 

The male driver of the 
van, from Stacey Bushes 
in Milton Keynes, was 
not injured. 

The pub was damaged 
and there were long 
tailbacks and ‘signifi¬ 
cant disruption’ on the 
main road after it was 
closed. 


An inquest has been 
opened into Mr 
Kirkpatrick’s death. 

It is the fifth on the 


county’s roads so far 
this year.

A DETERMINED pensioner 
is leading a ‘one woman 
environmental crusade’ 
to clean her village.

A PRISON officer has 
admitted selling 

details about a ‘high 
profile’ prisoner to The 
Sun newspaper. 

Richard Trunkfield, 
31, of Ashley Lane, 
Moulton, pleaded 

guilty to the charge at 
the Old Bailey last 
Thursday. 

Trunkfield worked at 
Woodhill Prison in 
Milton Keynes. 

He was charged with 
wilful misconduct in 
that between March 2 
and April 30,2010, being 


a public officer (namely 
a Prison Operational 
Support Officer) and 
acting as such, without 
reasonable excuse or 
justification, wilfully 
misconducted himself 
to such a degree as to 
amount to an abuse of 
the public’s trust in that 
office, contrary to com¬ 
mon law. 

He will be sentenced 
later in the month. He 
was charged as part of 
Operation Elveden, 
which is investigating 
allegations of unlawful 
provision of informa¬ 
tion by public officials 
to journalists.

Don’t forget to renew passport 

EACH year the Identity and Passport Service 
(IPS) produces around five million passports 
for people in the UK so they can go on holiday 
or abroad on business. 

But last fuly more than 45,000 people in the 


East of England left their application until the 
last minute and applied during the busy 
summer period. 

They ran the risk of missing their booking as 
passport applications rose by a third from 
earlier that year and daily fast-track and 
premium appointments in the passport office 
were booked up within minutes of becoming 
available. 

Parents applying for passports for their 
children proved to be the largest group who 
left it till the last minute, with more than 
15,000 applications lodged in July compared 
with 7,000 in January. 

Many were first time applicants applying for 
a child’s passport and simply forgot or did not 
realise their child needed their own. 

Young people aged 16 to 20 were also likely to 
leave it until the last minute for an adult 
passport, with over 5,000 in July compared to 
3,000 in January. 

Looking ahead to this summer, IPS is launch¬ 
ing a campaign to encourage anyone who 
knows they are going abroad this summer to 
think ahead. 

Is your passport valid? Will it be valid at the 
time of your trip? 

And if you have young children, do they have 
a valid passport - remember that children’s 
passports only last for five years, not the ten 
years of an adult passport. 

If the answer is no to any of the above 
questions, I would urge customers to apply 
now. September to March is the off-peak sea¬ 
son for passport applications, so there’s no 
better time to apply. 

There are three ways to apply for a passport 
through our regular service: fill in our form 
online, phone the advice line number (0300 
222 0000) for an application form or use the 
post office check and send service. 

To find out more, go to www.gov.uk/apply- 
renew-passport. 

Remember to factor in that it may take up to 
three weeks to be processed - longer if you are 
a first time applicant. 

Just don’t be caught out and forget the most 
important item on your travel checklist this 
year - your passport!

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Historic dig before 
£20m rail revamp

A TEAM of archaeologists will 
descend on Northampton’s 
Railway Station to start exten¬ 
sive work that they hope will 
unlock the secrets of its past. 

They will begin work on 
Monday, March 25 at the site 
which is due to benefit from a 
£20m revamp. 

In medieval times, a major 
royal castle was situated on part 
of the land. The archaeological 
investigations will take up to 12 
weeks and will record any 
remains in the area prior to the 
start of construction. 

Last October, an initial trench 
gave a glimpse of the site’s 
history. 

It unearthed a range of remains 
dating back to the medieval and 
Saxon period, including a 12th 
century ironstone wall and a 
brooch. 

Chris Garden, director of 
regeneration at West 
Northamptonshire Development 
Corporation, said: “These inves¬ 
tigations will offer a window into 
Northampton’s illustrious past. 

“They will inform how we

deliver the new station and are 
the final part of our prepara¬ 
tions. It’s an exciting moment for 
the town.” 

Councillor fim Harker, leader 
of Northamptonshire County 
Council, said: “I’m delighted 
we’ve reached this very exciting 
stage of the project and we’re 
eagerly awaiting the uncovering 
of Northampton’s colourful 
past.” 

During the next two weeks, the 


site will be fully hoarded and 
prepared for investigation. This 
will result in the relocation of 21 
short stay and four disabled car 
parking spaces to a new position 
alongside the station. 

Long stay station parking is 
being offered at the nearby 
Chalk Lane and Doddridge 
Street car parks. 

Construction of the new 
station starts in June and will 
double the size of the building.

Bookies raided 
by ‘same man’

POLICE are hunting for 
this man in connection 
with eight armed 
robberies at betting 
shops. 

The CCTV images have 
been released by 
Northamptonshire Police 
after he was linked to at 
least eight offences since 
last month across 
Northamptonshire, 
Hertfordshire, West 
SussexandLeicestershire. 

In each of the incidents 
the offender has been 
described as black, 
between 5ft 5ins and 6ft 
tall, possibly in his late 
30s or early 40s, wearing a 
black hoodie in seven of 
the eight offences and a 
grey hoodie in one of the 
offences. 

He has also been seen 
wearing a black hat with a 
scarf covering his face 
and white trainers. 

In Northamptonshire 
he is wanted in connec¬ 
tion with four robberies. 

Starting on February 13 
at Ladbrokes in Midland 
Road, Wellingborough, 
he was believed to have 
been armed with a gun. 

Then three days later, 
on February 16, he 



demanded money from 
Betfred in Kettering 
Road, Northampton, and 
left empty-handed, and 
proceeded almost imme¬ 
diately to Ladbrokes in 
FishStreet, Northampton, 
where he left with a small 
quantity of cash. 

On February 21 at 
Betfred in Dalkeith Place, 
Kettering, he handed the 
cashier a white carrier 
bag with a Poundland 
logo on it and demanded 
money. 

On each of these occa¬ 


sions he was brandishing 
a weapon. 

Detective Inspector 
Mark Pattison, from 
Northamptonshire 
Police, said: “We have 
released images of a man 
who we are keen to locate 
in relation to this series of 
armed robberies. We 
would urge him to make 
contact with us and for 
anyone with any infor¬ 
mation to contact 
Northamptonshire Police 
on 101 and quote 
Operation Needle. 

“Thankfully, no-one 
was hurt in any of these 
incidents, however they 
have been extremely 
traumatic for the cashiers 
and the businesses have 
lost money. 

“We are working closely 
with the other forces 
where we believe the 
offences have been 
committed by the same 
man and are confident 
that someone has infor¬ 
mation that can help.” 

Anyone with informa¬ 
tion should call 101.

Director banned for poor book keeping 


A DIRECTOR has been 
banned from running a 
company for nine years 
for failing to keep proper 
books and records. 

Pervez Akhter, director of 
Northampton-based 
Intouch Mail Systems Ltd 
(‘Intouch’), which prints 
and mails journals, peri¬ 
odicals and advertising 
material, has been 
disqualified from acting as 
a director by Northampton 
County Court. 

Akhter defended the pro¬ 
ceedings and a three day 
trial was held last 
November. Judgement was 
handed down at a hearing 
on February 14. 

The investigation found 
that for nearly three years 
Akhter, 54, also failed to 


ensure that Intouch 
complied with its duty to 
submit any VAT returns 
and make payments to Her 
Majesty’s Revenue and 
Customs (HMRC), result¬ 
ing in a debt in excess of 
£280,000. 

The investigation also 
found the company’s 
accounting records were 
inadequate, including 
lacking any information to 
explain more than £190,000 
expended by the company 
and £24,000 transferred to 
one of his other compa¬ 
nies. 

The court heard that 
between at least April 1, 
2008 and September 10, 
2009, Akhter failed to 
ensure that Intouch main¬ 
tained and/or preserved 


adequate accounting 
records, or alternatively 
failed to ensure that 
records maintained were 
delivered up to the office 
holder as is required by 
company law. 

As a result it was not 
possible to account for the 
company’s expenditure, 
determine the true posi¬ 
tion in respect of its book 
debts, or establish its true 
liability to HMRC. 

And from at least October 
31, 2006 until September 
10, 2009, he failed to com¬ 
ply with statutory obliga¬ 
tions to submit VAT 
returns, and payment of 
VAT, PAYE/NIC and 
Corporation Tax liabilities 
causing a loss to the Crown 
estimated at £282,346.

The seam bowler was rewarded with 
a new deal which takes him up to the 
end of the 2015 season after returning 
from the England Under-19s tour to 
South Africa last month.
